\ Both RADESCU and NICULESCU are of the opinion that very few of these

guise of refugees using the legend that they bought their passports and 
permission to leave in exchange for real property or objects of intrinsic 
value. NICUI350U stated that while in Paris an "alleged” refugee 
presented himself to them as a RADESCU sympathizer and that investigation 
on their part revealed him to be a Russian agent.

However, it might interest you to know that shortly* after j ffl ffgCU , received 
his visa to the States, he received an invitation from the British Govern- 
ment to go to the U1K* The invitation was extended by a member of Parlia- 
ment through TTTJSA* HADESCU flatly* refused the offer and interpreted it 
as a gesture on the part of the British to regain his favor as he has 
made it known by inference that he is not in the least pleased with the 
treatment he received from them while in Cyprus* 

e* Attached is a photostatic copy of Barbu NICULESCU^ visa 
application which has his photograph and physical description* NICULESCU 
claims to know "Major HALL" very well and spoke very highly of him* He 
also stated he knew Col* SCHUILKR, Col. KRIST, and a certain FARNSWORTH, 
who were all members of the^*S. Military Mission in Bucharest in 1945# 

X^^CULESCU-EwAsTI is now recognized as a supporter of Gen* 
RADESCU, as reported in WFLA-4, of 18 August* He will go to the United 
States with the rest of RADESCU’s group in October or November* 
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
